Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.J— 
That the people of Illinois may know exactly 
here he stands upon the tariff, Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom, their sole representative 
ip the senate, made a careful statement of his 
views on the pending legislation to me today. 

Genator Cullom does not appear in the role 
of an apologist for the action taken by the 
gommittee on finance, On the other hand, 
he thinks the committee has been unjustly 
eriticised, and he asserts that the measure 
which now is being passed by the senate will 
work to the benefit particulerly of his own 

te. 

ae the beginning of the special session,“ 
he said in response to a question. I was 
placed upon the committee on finance. I 
reluctantly accepted the assignment. My 
service in congress had been along different 
lines. Appropriations, interstate commerce, 
and foreign relations have occupied my time. 
I went on the finance committee because the 
tariff was to be revised, and I desired to be 


possible service to my state. Illinois, being 
the third manufacturing state, with hundreds 
of millions invested in manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and its hundreds of thousands 
of laboring men, is vitally interested in any 
proposition to change the tariff, and in the 
maintenance of a proper protective tariff. 


Fought for All Constituents. 
“During the protracted consideration of 
the bill by the committee, to the best of my 
ability I have looked after and cared for 
the interests of my constituents, consumers 
and manufacturers alike. I have been watch- 
ful to see to it, and I do not hesitate to assert 
positively that no interest in Illinois, or any 
of its people, will suffer on account of any 
provision in the pending bill. Indeed, I frm- 
ly believe the state will prosper as a result 
of its enactment. 
I know there is a sentiment among a por- 
tion of the people in favor of a low tariff. 
1 do not think this sentiment is as universal 
as it might seem to be. Illinois, being a man- 
ufacturing state, cannot be a low tariff state. 
In order that our hundreds of thousands of 
laboring men, who are as much consumers as 
any other class, may prosper, the milis and 
factories must give them employment. and 
this they cannot do under a low tariff. A 
low tariff would be as disastrous to the in- 
terests of the state as it would be to the in- 
terests of Pennsylvania and New York. 
“The laboring people, and especially the 
people who are clamoring for a low tariff, 
should remember the conditions under the 
Wilson tariff. No state in the union suffered 
more on account of that low tariff than 
Illinois. I for one never wish to see such 
conditions repeated. No manufactured sen- 
timent in favor of low tariff ever will lead 
me to favor any measure that would, in my 
judgment, injure in the slightest degree the 
state I represent, or the country asa whole. 


Thinks Criticism Was Unjust. _ 
“The committee's action has been sharply 
criticised in many quarters,“ I suggested. 
“Yes, I am aware of it,“ the senator re- 
plied, but in my judgment the criticism has 
been unjust. The tariff is the most dim 
cult of all legislation with which congress 
has to deal. It is necessarily a compro- 
mise. Every one cannot be satisfied. On 
the one hand the manufacturers demand an 
adequate protective tariff, and prove by ex- 
hibition of their books that they cannot run 
theif business if the tariff is reduced. On 
the other hand, the people generally, without 
any specific knowledge of the various sched- 
ules, demand that the tariff be réduced. I 
do not suppose it can be doubted that the 
protective tariff was the main cause of our 
wonderful development; and yet it seems 
strange that in the unreasonable attacks and 
criticisms in demand for a revision down- 
ward the people seem to have forgotten what 
came of revision downward under the WII- 
son bill. 
What was the policy of the finance com- 
mittee in dealing with the present situation? 
“The committee had a most difficult task 
before it in trying to harmonize the different 
interests. There apparently were two ir- 
reconcilable demands—the demand for 3 
reduction of the duties generally, opposed by 
the manufacturers, and the pressing need of 
additional revenue. We were confronted by 
& growing deficit of something like $100,000, - 
000 a year. The reduction of rates, except 
where they are prohibitive, generally means 
& loss of revenue. 


Increase All on Luxuries. 

“The only course before the committee in 
its treatment of the subject was to reduce 
Such rates as seemed above the necessary 
protective line, and to increase those on 
luxuries. Notwithstanding the misrepre- 
sentation, this policy was carried out by the 
committee. The fact that the bill, as re- 
ported from the committee, contains nearly 
400 reductions below the present Dingley 
rates seems to have been lost sight of. 

“ The committee has not completed consid- 
eration of the bill. Amendments reducing 
duties in some cases and increasing them in 
others are being brought into the senate from 
the committee because, In the haste to get 
the bill before the senate, the committee 
Postponed consideration of a number of 
items, and the amendments which are being 
brought in are the result of further consider- 
ation. The last estimates show that the 
total decreases in the revenue caused by the | 
400 reductions made will be $4,251,587, and of 
this amount all except $265,544 is by reason 
of reductions on necessaries. 

“In the matter of increases the commit- 
tee was governed by two considerations, first 
the question of revenue, and, second, the 
Question of protection. Despite the state- 
ments to the contrary, there were in the 

ley law certain rates which experience 
Proved to be insufficient from a protective 
Mandpoint. In these cases the committee 
recommended that the duties be increased.

ELIZABETH, 58 yoars old, 6507 
Jackson avenue, fell as she was stepping from 
Cottage Grove avenue car at Sixty-fifth street.

Skull Fractured by Fall. 

It was 11 o'clock as the car upon which Mrs. 
Kane was a passenger reached her distina- 
tion. As she was stepping from the platform 
she fell to the street. Her skull was frac- 
tured and she died within a few minutes. Her 
body was carried to the rooms of an under- 
taker, whose offices were close at hand. 

The automobile in which Mrs. Joyce was 
riding was driven by Vincent Clerey, 5838 
Prairie avenue, according to the town hall 
police. Her husband, Dr. Joyce, and the 
Misses Gertrude and Irene Cavanaugh, who 
live with the Joyces, also were occupants of 
the automobile. The machine was about to 
cross Halsted street, when an Irving Park 
boulevard car crashed into it, throwing out 
the occupants, but failing to overturn the 
auto. 

The scene of the accident was in front of 
the town hall police station and assistance 
soon was at hand. Mrs. Joyce; accompanied 
by her husband, was taken in an ambulance 
to St. Anthony de Padua hospital. The un- 
injured members of the party were sent home 
in another automobile. The street car was 
in charge of Conductor W. E. Green of 2468 
South Central Park avenue and Motorman 
S. Kupayzk of 418 Augusta street. 

The motorman said he was unable to stop 
the car. The driver of the automobile said he 
to prevent the accident by swerving the ma- 
chine to one side. The machine was shoved 
did not see the car in time to stop, but tried 
for more than 100 feet before the car was 
stopped and this is believed to have saved the 
lives of the occupants. 


Axle Breaks; Two Women Hurt. 


The accident in which Mrs. Sorrow and 
Mrs. McCloud were injured occurred in front 
of 2072 Evanston avenue when the axle of a 
heavily loaded car broke. The car skidded 
from the tracks and crashed into a telephone 
pole near the curbstone, where it stopped.

W. A. Rees and wife, in front of whose 
house the accident occurred, saw Mrs. Sor- 
row lying on the ground after she was taken 
from the car and Mrs. Rees ran out with a 
cup of tea. She was indignant when one of 
the crew of the car, which was manned by 
Motorman James Hickey of 897 Southport 
avenue and Conductor L. S. Miller of 41 Ev- 
anston avenue, said: She's all right. She 
can walk. She doesn’t want anything.” 

Nevertheless Mr. and Mrs. Rees had Mrs. 
Sorrow carried into their flat, where she was 
attended by Dr. Robert Hayes. After two 
hours of attention in the Rees flat Mrs. Sor- 
row was taken home in a police ambulance. 
Mrs. McCloud was attended by Dr. Hayes 
in a drug store and then taken home. 


Auto Breaks Child’s Leg. 


About fifty persons witnessed the accident 
to the little Gromotta girl. Frank Mottock, 
driver of the automobile, took the girl to a 
drug store, where she was attended before 
being taken to a hospital. While Mattock 
was in the drug store, three other men who 
were in the automobile with him, and whose 
names Mattock said he did not remember, 
boarded a street car and went south, saying 
they were going to Blue Island. Mattock 
was taken to the Englewood police station, 
where he was booked on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct.

PRIESTS WHIP TWO BURGLARS 


Rout One and Captaré Other at 
Holy Angels’ Church. 


BISHOP M’GAVICK TO AID. 


Clergymen’s Pluck Saves Gold Chalice 
Stolen from Altar. 


Awakened by the clash of glass in the 
basement of the Holy Angels’ Roman Cath- 
olic church, Oakwood boulevard and Vin- 
cennes avenue, at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Fathers William Griffin and Tim- 
othy O’Shea went from their beds to encoun- 
ter two burglars. 

One of the burglars was captured by 
Father Griffin, and the fact that the priest 
later was compelled to appear at one of the 
morning services with a bandage wrapped 
about one hand led to general inquiries. 
The story of the burglars’ discomfiture then 
became public. 

During the chase after the other burglar, 
Father O' Shea fired several shots, but the 
man escaped. 

Bishop A. J. McGavick, pastor of the 
church, and his brother, the Rev. Father J 
E. McGavick, assistant pastor, were arosed 
by the shots and hurriedly dressed. Not 
knowing the cause of the shooting, the bishop 
leaned out of a window and saw the forms of 
four men struggling between the church and 
rectory. 

Bishop Goes to Priests’ Aid. 

„Who are you?” exclaimed Bishop Me- 
Gavick. ‘‘ What is the matter?” 

Father Griffin shouted beck an anewer that 
he and Father O'Shea were having a hand to 
hand struggle with burglars. 

By this time the entire household was 
aroused, and the bishop, leading the way, 
went to the ald of his two assistants. 

Upon the arrival of Bishop McGavick and 
two or three other priests Fathers Griffin and 
O’Shea were found holding ome of the bur- 
glars. The other had escaped. ; 

Father O'Shea, with a revolver at th 
thief’s head, was leaning over him, and Fa- 
ther Griffin was holding him on the ground 
with a viselike clutch at his throat. 

„Let me up; I'm choking,” the man plead- 
ed. The priests raised him from where he 
lay and, holding him tightly, led him into 
the rectory. A telephone call was sent to the 
Fiftieth street station and the patrol wagon 
came at breakneck speed. 

Altar Gold Recovered. 

On searching the passageway where the 
burglars were discovered, the police found a 
lot of silverware wrapped up in a tablecloth. 
It had been stolen half an hour before from 
the Maryland hotel, 159 Oakwood boulevard. 

A gold chalice, two gold candlesticks, a cru- 
cifix, and other articles were also found with 
the silverware. The holy service had been 
stolen from the altar. 

The Rev. Father O'Shea heard the crash of 
breaking glass. and at first thought it was the 
milkman, who had dropped a bottle. On 
hearing a second crash, he arose from bed to 


investigate. 
his bedroom window he called out:

and as he was leaving his room to go down- 
stairs, Father Griffin entered. The latter 
had been awakened by the sound of voices. 

“I think there's a man dying in the pas- 
sageway,”” said Father O'&hea to the otner 
priest. Come down with me.” 

Father Griffin dressed hurriedly, and cau- 
tioned his companion to be careful, as the 
man might be a burglar. On top of the 
dresser in Father O’Shea’s room lay a revol- 
ver, which he went after, and both priests 
then descended the stairs. 


Priests Interrupt Flight. 

The two burglars were crawling out of the 
enapel window when Fathers O'Shea and 
Griffin encountered them. 

One of the thieves ran toward the street 
and was pursued by Father O' Shea. The 
priest pounced upon the burglar, bearing him 
to the ground. 

In the fierce struggle that followed Father 
O’Sh ave killed the man, but he 
tried to make him captive without using the 
revolver. 

The thief, an athletic fellow, wriggled out 
of the priest's grasp and fled into Oakwood 
boulevard. Father O’Shea fired several shots 
at him, but it is not thought he was hit. 


Cement Wall Blocks Escape. 

While Father O'Shea was struggling with 
his man, Father Griffin was battling with the 
other robber. 

The latter ran toward the rear of the 
church, not knowing that a high cement wall 
blocked the avenue of escape. The wall is 
part of the structure of the Kenwood branch 
of the south side elevated rallroad. 

On finding that the wall was too high to 
scale, the burglar turned and tried to escape 
by the front way. Father Griffin, who is 
small of stature, grappled with the man and 
succeeded in throwing him down. For sev- 
eral minutes the priest and robber fought 
desperately in the dark passageway, but the 
priest finally won the struggle. He was 
pretty well bruised, however, when Father 
O’Shea and the other priests came to his as- 
sistance. 

Captive Says He Is Stranger. 

When questioned by Lieut. Cronin at the 
police station the captive said his name was 
Thomas Moran. He is 27 years old and 
claims to have been in Chicago only two 
days. 

He refused to tell the name of the man 
who was with him, but said he met him in 
a Clark street lodging house on his arrival! 
in Chicago from St. Louis He said that 
he and his companion planned to go to Dol- 
ton, III., Saturday night to commit a bur- 
glary, but decided later to rob a couple of 
places on the south side.

GIVES ROBBERS HARD FIGHT 


Lured to Lake Front by Affable, Well 
Dressed Young Man. 


W. S. Mears of South Haven, Mich., was 
attacked by two robbers at 10 o'clock last 
night in the roadway east of Grant park. 
His life probably was saved by the timely 
arrival of Arthur Newhold, manager of the 
Columbia Yacht club, his wife, and John 
Ward, a sailor. i 

Mears arrived in Chicago from Kansas 
City in the morning and passed most of the 
day riding about the city. He was walking 
in State street near the Palmer house in 
the evening when he was accosted by a young 
man, dressed in a light brown suit. The 
stranger learned that Mears owned a steam 
launch and yacht. 

Under the pretense that there was an ex- 
hibition of many launches in the basin just 
outside of the Columbia Yacht clubhouse, he 
lured Mears there and when just south of 
the clubhouse he and a companion attacked 
Mears. 

Mears shouted for assistance just as the 
taller of the two told him to hold up his 
hands. He fought the men and gradually 
made his way toward the clubhouse. One 
of them attempted to stop him from shout- 
ing for assistance by placing his hand over 
his mouth, but Mears bit his thumb and he 
relaxed his hold. 

Rescuers Respond to Shouts. 

Taking advantage of this Mears ran toward 
the clubhouse again and was knocked down 
by a blow over the left eye. While on the 
ground he covered his face and head with his 
arms and continued to shout for assistance. 
Mrs. Newhold, asleep on the first floor of the 
clubhouse, heard his cries and awakened her 
husband. Ward was also awakened and 
Newhold ran from the building Into the road- 
way. They met Mears as the latter fell 
on the stairway leading to the clubhouse. 

Mears’ tie, in which was a diamond stud, 
was loosened in the struggle and one of his 
trousers pockets in which he had $60, was 
torn away, but the money was not taken.

BROTHER SEES MURDER PLOT 


Police, However, Doubt Theory 
That B. W. Porter Was Slain. 


BLOODY WALLET ONLY CLEW 


Incredible, Sleuths Say, That Robber 
Should Reveal His Own Deed. 


Police authorities and friends of Benja- 
min W. Porter, the insurance collector who 
mysteriously disappeared Thursday after- 
noon, had been unable, up to late last night, 
to find any clew to his disappearance other 
than the big pocketbook which he carried and 
which was found Friday morning in the fringe 
of bushes in Jackson park at the end of 
Sixty-third street, 

Despite Porter’s stories that two men fol- 
lowed him, which he told to friends several 
days ago, the police are loath to believe he 
has been murdered. There are wo slight 
smears Of blood on the waliet, nut the ground 
near the spot indicated bore no signs of a 
struggle. 

The letter received by E. J. Nealy, su- 
perintendent of the local office of ths com- 
pany which employed Porter, telling of an 
attack on the latter, the police say, hardly 
could have been written by a murderer or 
robber. 

Sleuths Follow Every Clew. 

Detectives Harry Baird and George Wilson 
are tracing out every angle of the case. They 
have found several women who pai@Porter 
insurance money Thursday morning, and all 
recalled his remark that he had quite a large 
sum, from $200 to $300, in a pocketbook which 
he displayed. 

“ Ilean't understand Ben's disappearance at 
all.“ Grant W. Porter, @ cousin, who owns 
a hardware store at 370 Sixty-third street, 
said. * His home life was perfectly happy. 
He has one child and his wife is ill. The 
last seen of him seems to have been at my 
store. He came in between 1 o'clock and 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and steld about 
twenty minutes. He was in good spirits 
and spoke of going downtown.” 

Brother Sees Murder Plot. 

Allen W. Porter, a brother, belleves that 
Benjamin Porter was mvrdered. “I am 
certain that if he was unharmed he would 
have shown up before this,“ he said. “On 
the afternoon of his disappearance we made 
arrangements to go to a theater the follow- 
ing night. He told his wife earlier in the 
week that he had secn two men following him.

‘of Skinny.” Deputy sheriffs and detectives 
from the state’s attorney's office were given 
de subpenas to serve and all witnesses 


were ordered to appear before the grand jury | 


at 10 o'clock this morning. 
Geveral of the men for whom subpcenas 
vert issued, it is said, learned that there was 
movement on foot in the state’s attor- 
s office and managed to escape service 
by remaining away from their residences 
r fleeing from the city. One of these men 
was Ernest Krulewitch, 724 South Homan 
gvenue. He could not be found during the 
day by a deputy who had a subpeena for him. 


Thinks He Has Left City. 

The wife of Krulewitch was surprised 
when she learned that a detective was seek- 
ing her husband. 

“ He left home early this morning,’’ said 
he, and he did not tell me where he was 
going. He said that he might be called out 
of town and that if he was he would tele- 
phone me. I have not heard from him and 
be musi have left the city.“ 

It is claimed that Krulewitch is an inti- 
mate friend of one of the jurors and that his 
action in shaking hands with the defendant 
in the case was part of the alleged plot to 
influence the verdict. 

Sergeant Chatt and & number of other de- 
tectives from Mr. Wayman's office have been 
watching the Madden case closely since it 
began and they discovered an unusual num- 
ber of visitors at the trial who showed such 
friendliness to Madden that they approached 
and shook hands with him. The attention 
of the jury, it is said, always was attracted 
to this exhibition of friendship. 

After several days, during which similar 
tactics are said to have been employed, the 
detectives followed the “ handshakers,” 
traced them to their residences, and learned 
their histories. Most of them, it is declared, 
were found to be friends of certain jurors. 
This was immediately construed by the 
states attorney to mean that an attempt 
was being made to influence the jury. 


Wayman Appeals to Court. 

The action of Madden’s friends became so 
pronounced Saturday afternoon that Mr. 
Wayman appealed to Judge Mesurely to have 
the handshaking stopped. The labor men, it 
is charged, had various excuses to approach 
Madden and shake hands with him. Many 
of them carried suspicious looking notes to 
the defendant. They would lean over him. 
whisper in his ear, and shake hands witb 
him. Madden, it is said, never looked at 
the notes, but slipped them into his pocket. 

“This must stop,“ said State’s Attorney 
Wayman to Judge McSurely. It is an old 
game which has been played on juries in 
many big cases. It looks like a plot to tam- 
per with the jury and some action should 
be taken immediately in order to prevent 
a miscarriage of justice. I know these men 
who carry notes to Madden are doing it with 

an ulterior motive. 1 have every reason to 
believe, also, that none of these notes has 
anything in them except blank area of 
paper.” 
Wayman Works in Secret. 

Early in the morning Mr. Wayman and 
his assistants went quietly to the state's 
attorney's Office in the Criminal Court build- 
ing and began preparing subpeenas. Just 
how many were issued is not known, but it is 
said a score or more were served on friends 
of Madden and that others will be served 
today. 

The greatest secrecy surrounded the work 
of Mr. Wayman and his assistants, and every 
effort was made to prevent the men for 
whom the subpcenas were issued from learn- 
ing of the proposed grand jury action. One 
of the state's attorney's detectives stood out- 
side the door leading to Mr. Wayman’s of- 
fices and refused to admit any one who was 
not connected with the case. Even personal 
friends were told they could not see the 
states attorney because he was engaged on 
“important business.“ 

While the detectives and deputy sheriffs 
were hurrying to different parts of the city 
with subpoenas Mr. Wayman sat at his desk 
preparing the case which he will present to 
the grand jury this morning. He refused to 


be interviewed. 


Says “Things Will Happen.” 

„There will be things happening tomor- 
row,” said he, smiling. Mr. Madden and 
his friends are not running up against a boy. 
I mean business in this case, and they will 
know it before I am through with them. I 
can't say a thing today. This is my busy 
day. Tomorrow, however, there will be some- 
thing doing.“ 

Mr. Wayman or one of his assistants will 
attend to the inquisitorial process and if any 
of the witnesses become intractable, it is said 
the men on the Madden jury with whomaiey 
are friendly will be brought in to identify 
them. In this event, court probably will be 
adjourned until afternoon, although nothing 
definite has been decided regarding this 
phase of the inquiry. 

During the examination of the regular 
Madden witnesses today, a score of detect- 
ives and deputy sheriffs will be present to 
serve subpcenas on any man who approaches 
Madden and shakes hands with him. 


“Skinny” and Aids Confer. 

“Skinny "’ Madden remained in his room 
at the Sherman house during the day in con- 
ference with Attorney James Brady and a 
number of labor leaders. In the afternoon 
he called up some mysterious personage over 
the telephone and asked him to come to the 
hotel as soon as possible. The “‘ mysterious 
stranger so far has not appeared in the 
case and no one at the Sherman house knew 
who he was. 

It was said that nefther of the defendants 
would take the witness stand today, as the 
defense has a number of witnesses who prob- 
ably will take up most of the time. The 
Case is expected to go to the jury some time 
the last of the week. 


CITY WINS OVER TYPHOID: 


Mortality from This Disease Is Now the | 


Smallest in the History of 
Chicago. 


According to the official report of the death 
rate for the last week the city’s health was 10 
per cent better than the average of this 
season for the last ten years. The number 
of deaths reported was 563. There were 
twenty less deaths from pneumonia then dur- 
ing the previous week. 

The mortality from typhoid fever is the 
lowest in the history of the city, only nine 
deaths having occurred from this cause in 
the last thirty-six days. 

To the total of the week, pneumonia con- 
tributed 94 deaths; tuberculosis, 83; heart 
diseases, 48; Bright's disease, 47; violence. 
89; the four chief acute contagious diseases 
of childhood — diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measles and whooping cough—e total of 33; 
diarrheal diseases, 82; cancer. 20.

Leaving an invalid wife and 14 months old baby, 
James A. Barker of Harvey, N, left his home 
April @ to come to Chicago in of em- 
ployment and has not been heard from by his 
Wife since.

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DECLARES ALL DIVORCES EVIL 


Evanston Professor Attacks the 
Supposed Scriptural Cause. 


SAYS IT IS INTERPOLATED. 


Death, He Asserts, Is the Only Thing 
That Ends a Marriage. 


Jesus Christ absolutely forbade divorce for 
any cause whatever, the Rev. Milton S. 
Terry, professor of Christian doctrine at 
Northwestern university, said yesterday in 
his baccalaureate address to the graduates 
of Garrett Biblical institute in Fisk hall at 
Evanston. 

Even the one cause mentioned in one of the 
gospels, Dr. Terry declared, was an inter- 
polation made by those who were unwilling 
to accept Christ's declaration. 

“There was a time at a great crisis in 
our nation, he said. when perhaps half the 
people of the United States jeered at Will- 
lam H. Seward’s solemn appeal to a higher 
law. Perhaps the same proportion or more 
today would treat with like disdain our Lord’s 
teachings on the question of divorce. 

is it ever lawful.’ they asked him, for 
a man to put away his wife?’ 

No, never,’ was his answer—an answer 
which has mischievously been perverted by 
the Judaizing interpolation in Matthew's 
gospel of the clause, ‘ except for the cause of 
adultery.’ 


Other Marks of Interpolations. 

“If Jesus had uttered that notorious ex- 
ception it is utterly inexplicable why both 
Mark and Luke should have omitted it from 
their records of the same conversation. But 
Matthew’s gospel betrays also other sus- 
picious marks of early Jewish-Christian in- 
terpolation. 

Some of the early disciples could not 
accept all these advanced sayings of Jesus. 
They naturally were offended at his declara- 
tion that the law of Moses on the subject 
of divorce was only an easy going regula- 
tion. He told them that heaven’s first law 
for man and wife was that of monogamy, 
and what God has thus solemnly joined to- 
gether no man may presume to put asunder. 

“*Such total prohibition of divorce, how- 
ever, is impracticable in the civilized world 
today,’ superficial sentimentalists cry out. 
‘What, no divorce for any cause whatever? 
Think of the miserable union of incompat? 
ble natures. Would you compel such to live 
on wretchedly together? 


Only Death Ends Marriage. 

„No, it might be far better for them to 
live apart until the death of oneof them ends 
the bitter tragedy. But let not either of them 
dare marry again while the other is alive. 
When this higher law of Christ shall obtain 
due recognition in human civilization and in 
an enlightened conscience, then—and not 
until then—will hasty, ill-advised, wretched 
marriages and disgusting divorce scandals 
cease to debauch the public conscience and 
shame the Christian world.” 

Dr. Terry is completing his twenty-fifth 
yéhr at Garrett Biblical institute. For ti 
last fifteen years he has occupied the chair 
of Christian doctrine. For the ten years 
preceding he was professor of Hebrew.

AUDIENCE IN THEATER 
MOBS ALLEGED PICKPOCKETS 


Two Men Beaten and Then Besieged in 
a Store, Where They Found Refuge 
Until Police Came,

Pursued by a crowd of angry ItaHans, who 
beat them almost into Insensibility, Michael 
Parkinson and Joseph Monahan, said by the 
police to be clever pickpockets, sought safety 
behind the counters in M. Karno’s drug store, 
395 Halsted street, last night. It was not 
until the arrival of several wagonloads of 
policemen that the siege was raised. Both 
men were taken to the county hospital and 
were then locked up 

The trouble started while the men were in 
the 5 cent theater of D. Zengarelli, Halsted 
and West Taylor streets. Parkinson was 
accused of trying to steal a purse from one 
of the spectators, and in a minute the little 
playhouse was in an uproar. Despite their 
struggle the men were borne to the floor 
and the crowd then began to jump and stamp 
on them. While Parkinson was vainly try- 
ing to beat off his assailants, Monahan suc- 
ceeded in regaining his feet, and like a flash 
he darted out of the theater, closely followed 
by a score of yelling Italians. 

Gasping for breath and covered with blood 
and dust, ke broke into the doorway of 
Karno's drug store and pleaded for assist- 
ance. Before the druggist could close the 
door Parkinson dashed in and with a bang 
the door was closed and the key turned in 
the lock. 

A telephone call was sent in to the Maxwell 
street station and Lieut. T. Costello and a 
squad of policemen were rushed to the scene. 
The policemen forced the crowd away from 
the store, using their clubs and threatening 
to arrest those who refused to move. Traffic 
in Halsted street was blocked for a time and 
extra assistance was hurried from the Des- 
plaines and Hinman street stations.

Judge Kavanagh Is Prosecutor; 
Sunday Evening Club Jury. 


SEES DIVINE PROOF IN EYE. 


Asks if Savanis Could Give Dead Optic 
One Flash of Vision. 


The theory of evolution was put on trial 


| by a judge of the Superior court last night 


before a jury of 2,000 people, tried according 
to the rules of evidence, and condemned with 
bell, book, and candle. 

Judge Marcus A. Kavanagh was the 
prosecutor, jurist, and executioner. The Sun- 
day evening club was the jury. The court- 
room was Orchestra hall. 

Darwin, Huxley, Haeckel, and other lesser 
lights in the evolutionists’ world were called 
to the bar, weighed, and found wanting. 
And, as the upshot of it all, the thesis of the 
speaker, Proof of Design in Creation,“ was 
satisfactorily demonstrated. 

Judge Kavanagh called attention to the fact 

that Darwin had not denied the existence of 
the Deity, that he put forth his views merely 
as a theory, Which he hoped would be con- 
firmed by further research. 


Go Darwin “One Better.“ 


* But what has been done in the fifty years 
that have ensued?” he asked. Great num- 
bers of scholars have been incessantly at 
on the problem. They have taken 
Darwin's tentative propositions and stated 
them as facts indisputable. but have they 
adduced another iota of evidence? Have they 
solved the great mysteries of light, of heat, 
of férce, of life? Can they explain the beat- 
ing of a human heart or the growth of a 
flower? 

A professor at the University of Chicago 
announced some years ago that he had dis- 
covered how to create life out of inanimate 
matter. A little while later he undiscovered 
it. That Is all these great scholars have been 
doing, discovering things with a loud hurrah 
and undiscovering them in seclusion. Let me 
read you the analysis of the eye by a great 
scientist who wished to demonstrate that it 
could be analyzed and to show that there 
was nothing supernatural! about it.“ 


Could He Have Made the Eye? 

Following the reading of the elaborate sct- 
entific description of the eye, its various 
parts and their operation to produce human 
vision, he continued: 

‘ But could the learned savant have taken 
all these constituents and have made an 
eye? Could all the scientists in the world 
with all the wealth Inthe world? Could they 
do less than that? This man died a short 
time ago. Could all his learned friends to- 
gether have taken his staring eyes and given 
them one flash of vision?“ 

The arguments of the evolutionists, origin 
of especies, survival of the fittest, and mate- 
rialism in general were taken up in turn by 
the judge and held fallacious and unsup- 
ported by facts. There was but one solution 
of all the probleme of the universe, he said, 
and that—<God.

Reply to Manuf yufacturer’s 
Attack on Education. 


CALL HIM INSINCERE. 


Assert That His Attack Is Simply 
Revival of Old Demand for 
Class Privilege. 


— 


The vitriolic attack of R. T. Crane on high - 
er education and his advice to the state of 
IlMnois to apply the torch to the University 
of Illinois aroused much indignant comment 
yesterday. Critics disputed his facts, im- 
pugned his motives, and ridiculed his con- 
clusions. 

William L. Abbott. chairman ot the board 
of trustees of the University of Illinois, a 
ae of the school in the class of 1884, 

and chief engineer of the Chicago Edison 
company, led the attack with a vigorous 
statement. Robert H. Kuss, a civil engineer 
and a leading member of the Illini club of 
Chicago, also hastened to the defense of his 
alma mater, and many business men refuted 
the charges of the manufacturer. 

That Mr. Crane is not sincere in his pro- 
fessions of devotion to the cause of the 
workingman is the belief of Mr. Kuss, who 
sald: 

Under a deceptive cloak Mr. Crane hides 
the ages old ideas of class privilege. He would 
shut the door of opportunity to the poor 
and make the sons of wage earners follow 
closely in their father’s footsteps. 

“The institutions in which they may be 
trained in the sciences, arts, and professions 
are to de reserved for the rich. 
for those who can afford the luxury of special 
training by high priced professors in ex- 
pensive laboratories. These he would have 
reserved for such men as Mr. Crane’s own 
son, R. T. Crane Jr., who is a graduate of 


Yale. 
Attack Upon the West. 


“Mr. Crane says nothing against these 
eastern institutions which are dominated by 
wealth and exclusiveness. but he would close 
the great democratic state universities of the 
west in which the son of the junk dealer or 
the motorman or the hard working me- 
chanic in the works of the Crane company 
may be trained for professional work of the 
highest and best paid kind. 

The real motives which have inspired Mr. 
Crane are nowhere better shown than in the 
‘investigations he has conducted, the sta- 
tistics he has compiled, and the book he has 
written and had printed. He wrote to nine- 
teen college presidents. They courteously 
answered. He publicly announced that he 
discarded their testimony as ‘ scientifically 
worthless.’ 

He wrote to several hundred college grad- 
uates. Of these 556 took the trouble to sat- 
isfy his curiosity. He threw away the evi- 
dence they had furnished him at his request 
on the theory that they had deliberately lied 
Finally he wrote to a large number of busi- 
ness men, and they, too, with a few excen 
tions, spoke favorably or enthusiastically 
for the man with college training. 

He quoted the few who expressed ideas 
similar to his at great length in his book and 
dismissed the rest with the remark: ‘1 con- 
sider that everything which has been said 
by these business men in favor of a college 
education for men in commercial life is 
simply a piece of deceit.” 


Prefers Trained Men. 

A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer. Bartlett

ambitious poor boys and forcing it upon rich 
men's sons. 

My own observation and experience have

Another View. 

“Mr. Crane is merely reiterating his often 
expressed views on the value of higher edu- 
cation,” sald Mr. Abbott. Though his text 
happens to be the appropriation for the Uni- 
versity of Lllinols, I do not understand that 
he is attacking it any more than al! institu- 
tions of its class. He is riding his hobby 
against the whole principle of higher educa- 
tion, a ride as ridiculous and as hopeless as 
that of Don Quixote against the windmills. 

Mr. Crane misrepresents when he states 
that the farmers and engineers of the state 
have not been allowed to express themselves 
properly. The farmers of the state are at 
the legislature early and late begging in- 
creased appropriations to carry on and in- 
erase the scope of the work of the College 
of Agriculture. They know its worth. 

“Mr. Crane advises that the colleges be 
burned and the boys sent home to assist in 
supporting their families.

Self.“ 

Arthur Meeker, packer and trustee of the 
University of Illinols, disagreed decidedly 
with Mr. Crane. He expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Crane would find few people who 
would agree with him in his radical ideas on 
the subject of college educatien. 

W. A. Heath, vice president of the Hiberni- 
an bank and an officer of the Illini club, was 
uncertain whether Mr. Crane's tirade was 
humorous or tragic.

He Enjoys Baseball. 

In part he said: 

“If we allow Sunday baseball why not 
allow the theaters and the saloons to be kept 
open on Sunday. They all tend to destroy 
the Sabbath as a day on. which to worship 
God and thus make It a day of business. One 
is as legitimate as the other, and if they are 
allowed it will result in the absolute loss of 
the Sabbath. 

I have no severe words for Sunday base- 
ball, as there are Christians—in fact. mem- 
bers of my congregation—who attend and 
play Sunday baseball games. I enjoy base- 
ball myself and am in favor of the national 
game as a Saturday afternoonamusement. I 
will attend the games myself if they are 
played on Saturdays. 

The Sunday baseball associations are to 
be offered financial aid so as to make it pos- 
sible to have the games on Saturday. I 
believe Sunday baseball can be abolished in 
Elgtn by the exercise of brotherly love and 
Christian sentiment. 

“I would eliminate Saturday night as a 
night of merrymaking. I believe in this way 
that we could come to a more perfect ob- 
servation of the Sabbath.

It 
must be done by a campaign of education, 
a persistent counter influence, carried on 
by the intelligent press of the whole state. 

Tue Trispune is by no means urging 
this solely in the interest of the city in 
which Tue Trisvune is published; first, 
because neither our interest nor our read- 
ers’ interest—if they can be considered 
apart—is confined by the boundaries of 
this city, and, second, because it is quite 
as important to the country as to the city. 
The inevitable growth ot Chicago, as cer- 
tain as the rising of the sun, will inevit- 
ably increase its power and influence in 
the state, The relations of the country to 
the city will become increasingly more 
important, politically, commercially, and 
socially. Our relations are already deeper, 
stronger, and more vital than most men 
realize, and they will develop. 

To breed hostility is to sow the seeds 
of injury and loss to both, and while to- 
day the greater loss may seem to be Chi- 
cago's, the balance will most surely rise 
in her favor as time goes by. | 

Tue Trispune deprecates any such con- 
sideration, though it is one which the cus- 
todians of public opinion, the press. and 
influential men throughout the state, can 
hardly afford to neglect. We would pre- 
fer to lay the stress upon the unright- 
eousness and wasteful folly of permitting 
the growth, without cause, of prejudice, 
local jealousy, and opposition where there 
ought to grow and will naturally grow, 
good feeling, cobperation, mutual aid, and 
the intelligent and farseeing recognition 
of the essential unity of our interests, 

Chicago should be, and is, proud of be 
ing a part of Illinois. IIIinois should be, 
and we believe its people are, proud of 
Chicago. We are parts of a noble whole. 
Shall we not recognize that and make the 
most of it? 


LAW REFORM. 

With all due respect to the proponents 
and champions of the Gilbert prectice bill, 
Tun TRIBUNE has not discovered substan- 
tial reasons for changing its attitude 


toward that measure. 
There is much in the bill that has 


merit. There is much that might be 
enacted with gain to our present system. 
There is much that would be excellent in 
rules of court. 

But to place this measure as it stands 
on the statutes, in the opinion of Tur 
Trisung, would be to precipitate the 
courts into a welter of new construction 
which, far from bringing about a diminish- 

nt of technicality, would perforce in- 
crease it for many years to come. 

The theory that the Gilbert bill is so 
minute and so exact that it will not need 
construction is contrary to experience and 
incompatible with the very nature of 
human language. There is no reason to 
believe that with this elaborate code the 
experience of Illindis will not duplicate 
that of New York, 

Tue Tripune has taken the lead ia 
raising the question of procedural reform 
in Illinois and cannot be accused of in- 
difference. If it could justify itself in 
supporting Mr. Gilbert’s public spirited 
effort it would support it in and out of 
season. But Tue Trisunp holds to the 
view that we Shall act more wisely in this 
reform if a commission of well informed 
and progressive men be named to consider 
our whole problem of judicial organiza- 
tion and our precedure, and that upon a 
thoreugh report made legislation be had 


pet the next session of the legislature. 


THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 
Of two armed footpads captured by the 


police the other day after a run- 
ning fight, one had been paroled from 
Joliet t weeks ago. Prisoners who 


do not break their paroles are never heard 
of, while those who do get more or less 
publicity. An occasional relapse into 
crime is not a condemnation of the parole 
system, but when such .a thing happens 
the mén who let the prisoner ont of the 
penitentiary to prey immediately on the 
community are put on the defensive. It 
is plain they made a mistake, and it is up 
to them to explain how they came ty 
make it. 

The law reads that the board of par- 
dons may parole a convict after “ arrange- 
ments havé been made for his honorable 
and useful employment in some suitable 
occupation, and also for a proper and 
suitable home, free from criminal infin- 
ences.” The arrangements for “ honorable 
and useful employment” for this young 
man who took to highway robbery within 
a month after leaving Joliet seem to 
have miscarried, Perhaps the board ot

It might 
not have kept him straight, for probably 
he never should have been released. 
Other paroled prisoners, more inclined to 
lead an honest life than this holdup man 
was, can be saved if the general assembiy 
will authorize the appointment of parole 
officers. 


THE COMMISSION PLAN SHOULD WIN. 

The commission government bill has 
been approved by the senate and has yet 
to make its way through the house. Tre 
Trisune takes occasion to express the 
hope that Chicago representatives will 
vote for this measure, though it will affect 
this city only as thezimprovement of mu- 
picipal government in any. city of the 
state is of moral benefit to every other 
city. 

The bill to permit the adoption of the 
commission plan by cities is a measure 
Which should become law in the interest 
of economy and good government. Tue 
Tribune does not confine its interest in 
civic betterment to the city in which Tun 
Trisune is published, and though Chi- 
cago has been refused relief, Chicago 
representatives who haye the public in- 
terest at heart should support vigorously 
with voice and vote u bill which will help 
many of the cities of the state to a more 
efficient, responsible, and economic man- 
agement of their municipal affairs. 

Representative Dricksen of Chicago ‘s 
chairman of the committee in charge of 
this dill. He should see that it emerges 
at once with the committee’s approval. 
We hope Speaker Shurtleff will use his 
influence on behalf of this well considered 
and highly meritorious measure. 


WATCHING THE GAME. 
The umpires of the national league 


conference a few days ago. They were 
urged by the executive head of the or 
ganization to enforce to the letter the 
regulations against rowdy ball. This 
official declared that the few players who 
are inclined to be rowdies on the field 
must not be permitted to negative the 
good results achieved in recent years vf 
y watchfulness. 
The patrone of the popular American 
game appreciate this attitude. Baseball 
has a strong hold upon the people. There 
are millions who like to watch it played. 
The overwhelming majority want clean 
sport on the diamond. It requires littla 
argument to prove that rowdyisem is a 
losing proposition in the long run. A 
manager or player who is debarred from 
the game for a few days because of of- 
fensive language or conduct often injures 
his team greatly. From the point of 
view of playing strength, rowdyism is 
harmful. From the point of view of 
those who like square, honest fighting 
and who patronize the team to see real 
sport it has no place in baseball. 
Unfortunately, even with the season 
of 1900 but a few weeks old, there has 
been a good deal of this roughness in lan- 
guage and actions. Both managers aud 
players have been suspended for longer 
or shorter periods, and tlie game has 
suffered thereby. It is encouraging to 
know that the authorities are determined 
to maintain the rules strictly. 


LOOP REFORMS. 

The Loop Protective association con- 
tinues its war against the elevated struc- 
ture that darkens and disfigures in the 
downtown streets.. There are many things 
about this loop that justify sharp criti- 
tism. And there is reason for the discon- 
tent felt by those who complain. Month 
after month goes by without any atten- 
tion to needed reforms. Such a situation 
seems to indicate a short sighted policy

Under present conditions of transporta- 
tion Chicago cannot get along without the 
loop. Thousands of patrons are forced 
to depend upon the roads which use it. 
These roads must go underground in time 
if sufficient subway facilities can be pro- 
vided. It is impossible to contemplate the 
continuance of objectionable obstructions 
for many more years. Under such circum- 
stances the part of wisdom, so far as the 
officials are concerned, is to hear and 
heed. 0 
The things demanded are not unreason- 
able. They are the lessening of the noise, 
a change in the style of stations, the re- 
moval of the unused exit stairways, and 
the improvement of the appearance of a 
structure, at best unsightly, by the liberal 
use of lighter colored paint. Nor is it out 
of the way to insist that further grants of 
privileges to those who operate the loop 
be dependent upon the attitude manifested 
toward these popular demands. 

The practical needs of the city in trans- 
portation must not be overlooked. But 
the loop officials must not get the ides 
that they can be defiant of public sgnti- 
ment when real grievances that can be 
remedied are brought ‘to their attention 
again and again. It is that sort of atti- 
tude that arouses antagonism and means

been caused by the conduct of a couple of 
New Englanders whose names have by this 
time passed into oblivion.

Although Lord Miner is probably the most 
unpopular member of the Unionist party, 
which ascribes to his adoption of the policy 
of Chinese labor in the Transvaal! while 
lord high commissioner of South Africa its 
overwhelming defeat at the last central elec- 
tion, yet he is keeping himself so well to 
the front that: he is certain to receive one 
of the principal ministerial portfolios in the 
next Unionist cabinet. 

Three years ago he was universally re- 
garded, by friend and foe alike, as politically 
dead and as haying no prospect whatsoever 
of ever holding office again, either at home 
or abroad. Indeed, so certain did this ap- 
pear that he was approached with a view to 
taking up the succession of the late Sir 
Clinton Dawkins as the principal Englisn 
partner end manager of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s great banking house» Lord Mlliner, 
however, declined this and other offers of an 
analogous character, having every confi- 
dence in his own star, and it is generally 
understood that he will be able to command 
the seals of chancellor of the exchequer in 
the next administration, the advent of which 
is far nearer than most people in this coun- 
try appear to believe. 

Everybody acknowledges Lord Milner to be 
a man of remarkable ability, of extremely 
level head, of wonderful cleverness and 
grasp in everything relating to finance, and 
as wielding a convineing tongue and a vigor- 
ous pen. ‘His faults lie in hig lack of tact 
and of suavity and in his reticence and cold- 
ness. 

He is, in fact, the least genial of states- 
men, and has the unhappy faculty of making 
far more enemies. than friends. On the 
other hand, he possesses the art of placing 
the pending issues of the day before the 
public in a manner that appeals strongly to 
their common sense. His recent tour of 
speech making in Canada and his utterances 
in England since his return have contributed 
more to an appreciation of the economic 
bonds between the dominion and the mother 
country, have accomplished more towards 
the strengthening of the relations between 
the two, than anything else. 

He has likewise inflicted a crushing blow 
upon the party denouncing the house of 
lords by pointing out that thus far it has 
refrained from suggesting any serious alter- 
native, and that in a country such as Great 
Britain, which had no written constitution, 
and where it was in the power of parliament 
to alter any law or any institution in a single 
session, it would be contrary to the spirit 
of democracy to leave everything to the un- 
controlled will of a single chamber, that is 
to say, to the will of the statesman who hap- 
pened to command the majority of that 
chamber at the particular moment. The abo- 
lition of the house of lords, or even its de- 
prival of supervising and revising the meas- 
ures of the house of commons, would, Lord 
Milner declared, result in nothing else than 
in a system of dictatorships, in which the 
leader of the dominant party for the time 
being would be the dictator. 

People in this country would therefore do 
well to keep their eye on Lord Milner as the 
coming man and as destined to be one of the 
leaders of the next Unionist administration, 
which may be in office before the end of the 
year, owing to the tremendous uproar and 
universal agitation created by Lioyd- 
George's altogether revolutionary nn.

Lord MacDonnell, who received his peer- 
age for his services as assistant secretary 
for Ireland, but who won his spurs out in 
India as one of its most distinguished ad- 
ministrators, made a savage personal at- 
tack upon Lord Morley, the secretary of 
state for India, the other day, his fre hav- 
ing been excited by Lord Morley’s condemna- 
tion of his opposition to the policy of popular 
representation inaugurated in India by the 
present cabinet. Lord Morley, with the ob- 
ject of discrediting Lord MacDonneli’s 
weighty criticisms, had intimated that he 
had not been particularly successful or popu- 
lar out In India. 

In reply Lord MacbDonnell pointed out in 
the house of lords that during his thirty- 
five years of service in India he had adminis- 
tered provinces in time of stress, of war, and 
of famine; when it was absolutely necessary 
that he should carry his officers with’ him; 
and added that he had been intrusted with one 
big office after Another in India by the great 
men who had ruled that empire, wntil he 
resigned of his own accord, being pressed 
shortly after his return by the crown itself 
to accept the assistant secretaryehip for Ire- 
land. He added that those great men under 
whom he had served in India were “ able to 
play on the stormy harp whose strings are 
the hearts of men. They did not learn in 
offices, or by writing books, how men should 
be ma -a pointed allusion to the sole 
sources of Lord Morley's knowledge of India.

Flats at Moderate Rent Wanted. 

Chicago, May 21.—[ Editor of the Tribune. ] 
—Five years ago six room, modern, steam 
heated flats, well located, could readily be 
had for $35 a month. Now those same flats 
cannot be rented for less than $40 to $42.50 a 
month.

If $35 a month is a satisfactory 
return for a modern, six room, steam heated 
flat in a barroom neighborhood’ why is not 
the same rent a. satisfactory return for the 
same investment in a neighborhood free 
from the liquor atmosphere? .

The number of men 
who can pay $40 to $75 a month rent is lim- 
ited, but the number of men who can pay $35 
a month rent comprises the gre middle 
class with incomes of 81.800 to §2. a year.

Rollett just has married and hie young wife 
being particularly pretty, he is afraid of 
Lewellyn's possible attentions to her. 

To prevent this attention, and at the same 
time to retain his superior’s favor and se- 
cure advancement to the place of division 
superintendent, he hits upon the scheme of 
engaging a capable young woman to play 
the part of the devoted. but supposedly easily 
persuaded wife, and pass this woman off 
on Leweliyn. He secures the service of a 
stage celebrity who kas made her fame as 
a Salome dancer, and who is known as The 
Blue Mouse. She for a stipulated sum 
agrees to pose as his wife, and by “*‘ whee 
dling ’’ Lewellyn secure for Rollett the bet- 
terment in position he covets—a betterment 
upon which depends the securing of the 
dowry which the real wife’s father has prom- 
ised his daughter if Rollett proved his capa- 
bility in business by reaching the super- 
intendency. 

Given this situation and the wife of Lew- 
eliyn, the wife of Rollett, a sweetheart of 
“The Blue Mouse,“ and the father of Mrs. 
Rollett and it is easy to imagine what com- 
plications of a farcical nature could be de- 
volved by a playmaker as ingenious as is 
Mr. Pitch. 

There ig nothing startlingly naughty in 
the farce. We have had many that have 
been more abundantly supplied withthe sug- 
gestiveness and double meanings which cer- 
tain people think essential in such entertain- 
ment. Neither is it dull. It is simply a farce 
which ie somewhat long drawn out, which is, 
improbable, ae most farces have to be, which 
moves snappily. however, and forms a spir- 
ited, dashing evening's entertainment. There 
doubtless are people who would like to see it 
again and again, but the majority of amuse- 
ment seekers will be willing to let a single 
viewing suffice.

‘William H. Roberts Charged 
with Arrogance and Gross

Denver, Colo. y 2—{ Special.}—One of 
the events of today in connection with the 
activities of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly at Central Presbyterian church in 
the form of a Sunday school parade of more 
than 2,000 children, who expected to march 
through the principal streets, brought ‘forth 
many protests from prominent laymen. one 
ministers. 

The Sabbath observance committee of the 
assembly felt that the parade, which was led 
by Maj. Willlam Taylor, aged 103 years, as 
general marshal, counteracted their resolu- 
tions against Sunday parades. 

Many of the laymen and a number of doc- 
tors of divinity refused even to look upon the 
parade, and when the procession of children 
with flags, banners, and bands started to 
move a thunder storm broke and cold rain 
began to fal) and the route was cut short. 

Some of the theologians interpreted the 
storm as the disapprobation of Providence 
for the parade. 

The storm, however, favored the Rev. 
Charles Heitzte, superintendent of the Pres- 
byterian department of labor, who addressed 
a massmeeting of over 10,000 workmen. 


Attack Made on Stated Clerk. 


The local papers have made a hot attack 
on the Rev. Dr. Wiliam Henry Roberts, 
stated clerk of the Presbyterian general 
assembly, charging him with arrogance and 
gross extravagance. 

The accusations are served up in the form 
of an interview with the Rev. Dr. John W. 
Dinsmore of California, which Dr. Dinsmore 
repudiates, “‘akhough,”’ he says, I hold 
some of those views.“ 

Dr. Roberts has been clerk of the assembly 
for twenty-five years, and was presented yes- 
terday with a big bouquet of roses and a long 
list of eulogistic resolutions. He is strongly 
intrenched in the estimation of the commie- 
sioners as a most efficient administration 
officer and a canvass shows that he is in no 
danger of decapitation. 


Thousands Present at Meetings. 

The pupils of Denver men were filled by 
commissioners during the day, and over 3,000 
people crowded the Central Presbyterian 
church to hear the Rev. Dr. James M. Bark- 
ley, moderator of the assembly. A large 
congregation also gathered to hear the Rev. 
Dr. Edgar P. Hill of Chicago.

Tells Growth of Sunday Schools. 

Mr. Blake also gave some gratifying fig- 
ures of growth in the dengmination which 
he represents. 

Our misstonaries, he said, are now or- 
ganizing on the average of one new Sunday 
school a day, and in six months from this 
date we expect them to be organizing at the 
rate of two Sunday schools a day. In Rock- 
dale, Wyo., a Sunday school was recently or- 
ganized where there had not been a sermon 
preached for sixteen years. 

“In Oklahoma, where the population has 
doubled in the last seven years, and where 
two-thirds of the children are still outside 
of the Sunday schools, our society is suc- 
cessfully codperating with Bishop W. A. 
Quayle. One year ago we had no mission- 
aries in the Sunday school fleld. Now we 
have nineteen, and this number will be great- 
ly increased by men who will be sent to the 
mountain regions of the south.” 

Secretary Downey's closing address was 
an appeal for the church to be more in earnest 
and to be willing to serve in humble places 
as well as in exalted positions.
